Physicians at the hos­ 
pital stated that Combs 
was suffering from multi­ 
ple deep laceration and 
fractures of both arms, a 
possible fractured skull 
ami internal injuries. They 
credited the prompt ac­ 
tions . of the T o r r 3 n c e 
scouts with possibly sav­ 
ing the youngster's life.
